BRIGADE MAJORS.

Brigade Majors will be appointed 


by Government for the ſole purpoſe 


of ſuperintending and regulatin 


(under the direCtions of the Gene- 


rals) the Yeomanry Corps in their 
„ diſtricts. 


II. 


Theſe officers will fettle points 
of detail with the Yeomanry Officers 
in the manner beſt calculated for 
carrying into effect the directions of 
the General Officers, with the leaſt 
pothble inconvenience to the Yeo- 
manry. . 
III. 

They will convey the orders of 
the Generals to the Corps in their 
diſtricts, 

IV. 
They will under the authority 
and inſtructions of the Generals 
arrange the detail of quartering and 
providing with barracks and neceſ- 
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1 
ſaries the detachments of Yeomanry 
upon permanent duty. 


V. 


They are regularly to inſpect the 
Yeomanry returns of all kinds. 


ARMS. 
I. 


The Commanding Officers of 
Corps are to be particularly ſtrict 
in inſpecting the arms of the Men; 
they are to prevent as far as poſ- 
ſible any waſte of the ammunition, 
and (in Cavalry Corps) they are to 
take care that the horſe furniture 
may not be uſed, except when the 
men are at exerciſe or upon ſervice.

Every Corps is to keep the arms 
iſſued by Government in repair at 
its own expence, except in very 
particular caſes reported to Goy-

ernment by the General of the 
Diſtric, 


III. 


I any Man is diſcharged, or re- 
tires from a Yeomanry Corps, the 
Captain is immediately to call in his 


arms, accoutrements, clothing and 


ammunition, according to Act of 
Parliament. 5 
IV.. 


When a Corps is dilbanded the 
Captain is to take the very earlieſt 
opportunity of collecting the arms, 
aceoutrements and ammunition, and 
delivering them to the neareſt Field 
Officer until they can be ſent to 
his Majeſty's Stores,

PERMANENT DUTY 


I. 


Permanent duty is only to be un · 
dertaken by the appointment of a 
General Officer expreſſed in writing, 
ſpecifying the number of the Corps 
to be ſo employed, and the head- 
quarters of the detachment, 


II. 

Veomen undertaking permanent 
duty are not to be ſubject to mar- 
tial law, unleſs they voluntarily put 
themſelves under the proviſions of 
the Mutiny Act, according to the 
terms of the 5th ſection of the Yeo- 


manry Act. 
III. 


It is recommended that a Captain 
ſhould be put on duty with fifty 


men and a Subaltern with twenty.

RETURNS. 
I. 


All returns are conſidered to be 
upon honour, and any Officer mak- 
ng a falſe return, will, according 
to an Act paſſed in the preſent ſeſ- 


ſion of Parliament, be ſubject to a 


penalty of 200], 
II. 


Returns of every kind are to be 


monthly, beginning with the firſt 


and ending with the laſt day of the 
month. 


. III. 


Returns for exerciſe are to be 
ſent to the War-Office. 


Returns for permanent duty are 


. to be ſent to the General of the 


Diſtri ct, who will certify them and 
tranſmit them to the War-Office, if 


the duty ſhall have been performed 
by his Jiredtion, 
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Although it is not abſolutely ne- 
ceſſary that all the Officers of the 
Corps ſhould certify the Returns, 
yet it is the Lord Lieutenant's 
deſire that the Captains will take 
every opportunity of examining the 


books of the Corps, and of ſeeinr 


that the permanent Serjeant makes 
up the returns correctly. It is 
recommended that books be kept 
in which the attendance of cach 
man may be ſet down. 


VI. 


If a detachment of a Corps is on 
permanent duty, and a change of 
the Officer commanding it ſhould 
take place in the courſe of the month, 
each Officer is to certify the Retuna 
for the period of his command, 


VII. 


When a detachment is upon per- 


manent duty, a morning and even- 
ig return, according to the an- 


nexcd form, is to be made toe

no Officer, non- commiſſioned Officer, 
or Private, will be entitled to pay 


VIII. 


It is expected that the returns 
will be tranſmited either to the 
General or the War-Office, as the 
caſe may be, on or before the Cth 
day of every month; and the utmoſt 
expedition and correctneſs will be 
required in the obſervance of this 
regulation,

Thirty ſhillings per month will 
be allowed for guard-room, fire, 
candles, &c, and if any extra ex- 
pence under the head of barracks 
fhould under particular circum- 
ſtances appear to the General of 
the Diſtrict to be abſolutely requi- 
ſite, he is to certify the neceſſity 
of ſuch additional expence in writ- 
ing, and report it to the War- office.

Whenever a Corps, or detach- 


ment of a Corps, is put upon per- 


manent duty the Captain is to give 
immediate notice of it to his Agent, 
in order that he may make applica- 
tion at the Treaſury for an advance

All other Officers are to take 
rank according to the dates of their

Any new Corps eſtabliſhed aſter 
this deciſion by lot is to take rank 
as the laſt of the County in which

E Corps which have more than one 
company are to be drawn for as one 
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of Ireland,

numbers; the Captain of the firſt 


Company is to have the command 
of the other Companies.

Printed Liſts of the Veomanry 
arranged according to 
their precedence, will be ſent to 
every Corps as ſoon after the draw- 
ing of the Lots as they can be pre- 
pared. |

A perſon will be appointed by 
the Lord Lieutenant for the pur- 
poſe of drawing the Lots, and any 
Yeomanry ()ffticer who ſhall chuſe 
to attend the drawing will be per- 
mitted to be preſent.
